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Health  Center  Expands  Into  Quincy

South  Cove  Community  Health 
Center,  a  34-year-old  Chinatown 
healthcare  provider,  now  plans 
to  expand  into  Quincy,  a  city 
with  an  increasingly  large  Asian 
population. 

The  center  announced  earlier 
this  month  its  plan  to  establish  a 
permanent  home  at  435  Hancock 


St.  The  health  center  will  spend 
upwards  of  $4  million  to  pur¬ 
chase  and  renovate  9,500  square 
feet  on  the  first  floor  of  commer¬ 
cial  space  at  the  Granite  Lofts 
Condo  Complex.  It  expects  that 
the  new  clinic  space,  which  is 
scheduled  to  open  in  November, 
will  serve  more  than  7,000 
patients  annually. 

Though  South  Cove  has  been 
renting  a  smaller  space  at  275 


Hancock  Street  since  1995,  the 
center's  director,  Eugene  Welch, 
said  that  owning  space  will 
secure  South  Cove's  presence  in 
Quincy. 

"We'll  be  right  in  the  heart  of 
North  Quincy,  which  I  believe  is 
going  to  be  the  second 
Chinatown  in  a  few  years,"  said 
Welch.

Salvatore  DiMasi,  speaker  of  the 
Massachusetts  House  of 
Representatives,  says  he  under¬ 
stands  what  it's  like  to  struggle. 

"I  lived  in  a  tenement  until  I 
was  21  years  old,"  said  DiMasi 
during  a  talk  earlier  this  week  at 
the  Asian  American  Civic 
Association,  publisher  of  the 
Sampan.  "We  didn't  have  any 
central  heat  and  I  didn't  have  a 
bathtub  or  a  shower  in  my 
house....  We  had  to  walk  two 
blocks  to  a  central  bathhouse 
every  single  day  to  take  a  show-

failed  to  hear  them  out,  the  com¬ 
munity  activists,  politicians  and 
university  representatives  told 
local  news  media  gathered  at 
Elliot  Norton  Park  that  the

MET  A  Says  Silver  Line 
Proposal  Is  Popular  But 
Some  Neighborhood 
Groups  Protest  Plan

According  to  the  MBTA,  its 
newest  Silver  Line  bus  route 
proposal  for  Tremont  and 
Charles  Streets  has  been  met  by 
community  members  with  open 
arms. 

The  plan  has  "widespread 
support  among  many  elected 
officials  and  community 
groups,"  said  Joe  Pesaturo,  an 
MBTA  spokesman. 

But  judging  from  a  press 
conference  held  July  17  by  a 
diverse  group  of  critics  of  the 
bus  route,  the  mass  transit  pro¬ 
posal  also  has  widespread  oppo¬ 
sition. 

Claiming  that  the  MBTA  has

nearby  Tremont  Street,  Lai  Kim 
Fung  of  the  Mass  Pike  Towers 
Tenants  Association  said  the 
project  "will  ha've  a  (negative) 
impact  on  our  life  and  our 
health." 

The  Silver  Line  project  would 
likely  necessitate  the  demolition 
of  two  buildings  in  the  Mass 
Pike  Towers  apartment  complex, 
which  offers  federally  subsi¬ 
dized  housing  to  its  low-income 
residents.  Mark  Slater  of  the  Bay 
Village  Neighborhood 
Association,  who  fears  the  bus 
route's  tunnel  would  upset 
groundwater  levels  and  harm 
historic  homes,  called  the 
planned  bus  route  "a  complete 
sham."  Other  critics  included 
Emerson  College,  New  England 
School  of  Law  and  state  repre¬ 
sentative  Byron  Rushing. 

But  Pesaturo  of  the  MBTA  -- 
Massachusetts  Bay 
Transportation  Authority  --  sug-

gested  the  opposition  was 
premature.  He  maintains 
that  the  MBTA  has  com¬ 
pleted  only  "one  percent"  of 
the  proposed  route's 
design,  and  that  the  author¬ 
ity  will  work  with  residents 
and  community  groups  to 
retool  the  plans  if  needed. 

"We're  just  in  the  early 
stages  of  the  public  input 
process,"  said  Pesaturo  dur¬ 
ing  an  interview  after  the 
press  conference.  "There  is 
ample  time  for  discussion 
of  this  proposal." 

The  MBTA  unveiled  its 
most  recent  Silver  Line 
Phase  III  proposal  in 
March,  several  months 
after  tabling  an  earlier  set 
of  proposals  in  August  that 
Pesaturo  acknowledges 
proved  unpopular.  The 
new  plan  would  create  a 
bus  portal  at  Tremont 
Street  and  Marginal  Road, 
near  Mass  Pike  Towers, 
and  dig  a  tunnel  under 
Charles  and  Boylston 
streets. 

The  underground  bus 
route  would  connect  to  a 
station  underneath  the 
Boylston  Street  T  stop  and 
link  the  Silver  Line's  exist¬ 
ing  service  from  Dudley 
Square  in  Roxbury  to 
Downtown  and  service 
from  South  Station  to 
Logan  Airport  and  the 
Boston  Waterfront. 

The  MBTA  maintains 
that  the  final  phase  would 
be  crucial  to  the  completion 
of  the  entire  Silver  Line  bus 
route  and  would  allow  con¬ 
tinuous  service  from 
Dudley  Square  to  the  air¬ 
port.  Once  completed,  the 
line  would  serve  more  than 
160,000  riders  daily,  the 
MBTA  says,  and  relieve 
congested  subway  lines 


and  streets. 

Pesaturo  said  that  key 
supporters  of  the  proposal 
include  the  Artery  Business 
Community,  also  known  as 
the  A  Better  City  and 
Congressman  Michael 
Capuano. 

But  the  line's  critics  say 
the  bus  route  and  its  con¬ 
struction  are  unwanted. 

While  some  called  for  a 
reworking  of  the  proposal, 
others  said  the  entire  Silver 
Line  is  flawed.  Bob  Terrell, 
a  longtime  activist  with 
Lower  Washington  Street 
Taskforce,  said  the  bus  line 
should  be  scrapped  and 
converted  to  light  rail. 
Members  of  the  Roxbury 
Neighborhood  Council 
echoed  the  call  for  light  rail 
instead  of  the  currently 
used  buses  that  stretch  up 
to  60  feet  in  length. 

Pesaturo  indicated  that 
light  rail  is  out  of  the  ques¬ 
tion,  and  called  the  Silver 
Line  "the  most  popular  bus 
route  in  the  MBTA  system. 
It's  very  clear  that  people 
are  satisfied  with  the  ser¬ 
vice  and  that  most  people 
do  not  care  if  it's  on  steel  or 
rubber  as  long  as  it's  safe, 


reliable  and  frequent,  and 
that's  what  the  Silver  Line 
is." 

In  Chinatown,  however, 
there  is  another  concern. 
Many  fear  that  the  con¬ 
struction  of  the  Phase  III 
portal  at  Tremont  Street 
would  push  out  residents 
and  businesses  indefinitely 
from  the  Mass  Pike  Towers 
apartment  complex.  To 
build  the  portal  as  planned, 
two  buildings  at  the  resi¬ 
dential  towers  would  need 
to  be  demolished,  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  MBTA.  When 
asked  about  plans  to  relo¬ 
cate  the  residents  and  busi¬ 
nesses  of  those  buildings,, 
Pesaturo  said:  "Those  are 
questions  that  would  be 
answered  if  it  ever  came  to 
that."  When  pressed  fur¬ 
ther,  he  said:  "Those  are 
things  that  we  can  talk 
about  at  length  as  the 
process  moves  along." 

The  critics  of  the  bus 
route  plan  said  they  timed 
Monday's  press  conference 
to  show  to  federal  officials 
that  the  proposal  is 
opposed  by  many  in  the 
community. 

In  August,  the  MBTA 


will  apply  for  funds  from 
the  Federal  Transit 
Administration,  or  FTA,  to 
help  pay  for  the  Phase  III 
project.  After  the  previous 
set  of  proposals  submitted 
last  year  proved  unpopu¬ 
lar,  the  MBTA  pulled  an 
earlier  application  for  fund¬ 
ing,  and  it  hopes  to  get 
approval  for  this  round. 

Pesaturo  appeared  to 
downplay  this  year's  appli¬ 
cation  to  the  FTA. 

"We’re  just  looking  to 
get  a  thumbs  up  (telling  us) 
that  we're  headed  in  the 
right  direction  from  the 
FTA,"  said  Pesaturo. 

He  declined  to  disclose 
the  amount  the  MBTA  is 
seeking  from  the  FTA  or  to 
give  a  cost  estimate  for  the 
Phase  III  project  as  it  now 
stands. 

When  asked  why  the 
MBTA  plans  to  step  up  the 
community  process  for  the 
proposal  after  seeking  fed¬ 
eral  funding  instead  of 
before,  Pesaturo  said  the 
MBTA  has  already  met 
with  "dozens"  of  interested 
community  groups  and 
that  it  is  waiting  until  the 
proposal  is  "formalized."

After  First  Graduation, 
School’s  Renovation 
Plans  Behind  Schedule 


But  Headmaster 
Optimistic

Planning  for  the  $13  mil¬ 
lion  renovations  to  < 
Chinatown's  Quincy 
Upper  School  is  going 
more  slowly  than  expect¬ 
ed. 

But  city  officials  say 
they  hope  to  complete  a 
study  for  the  long-awaited 
renovations  by  the  end  of 
this  month,  and  the 
school's  headmaster  said 
he's  looking  forward  to  the 
building's  planned 
upgrades. 

It  is  still  not  clear  when 
the  actual  renovations  to 
the  school's  building,  the 
former  Lincoln  School 
building  on  Arlington 
Street,  will  actually  begin. 
The  building  has  needed 
major  renovations  to 
accommodate  the  upper 
school  students  ever  since 
the  school  acquired  the 
building  in  2004. 

Meanwhile,  the  Josiah 
Quincy  Upper  School 
recently  celebrated  its  first- 
ever  graduation,  saying 
goodbye  to  35  students 
who  never  got  to  see  their 
school  building's  renova¬ 
tions  completed. 

Because  city  officials 
have  said  so  little  about 


when  the  school  will 
undergo  renovations,  the 
Sampan  has  filed  a  series 
of  public  information 
requests  with  several  city 
offices  over  the  last  eight 
months  to  get  a  clearer  pic¬ 
ture  of  the  plans  for 
Chinatown's  only  and 
newest  upper  school. 

Most  recently,  the 
Sampan  filed  a  request  on 
June  20,  seeking  to  view 
the  feasibility  study  for  the 
renovations,  which  is 
when  it  discovered  that 
the  renovations  were 
going  more  slowly  than 
earlier  predicted.  The  city's 
law  department  stated  that 
the  study  has  not  yet  been 
completed  and  that  "it  will 
likely  be  completed  by  the 
end  of  July." 

Yet  Mayor  Thomas  M. 
Menino's  former  press  sec¬ 
retary,  Seth  Gitell,  had 
indicated  to  the  Sampan  in 
response  to  an  earlier 
records  request  that  the 
study  would  be  completed 
by  March  or  April  of  2006. 

The  apparent  delay  in 
the  planned  renovations 
follows  years-old  promises 
from  the  city  to  school. 

The  money  targeted  for 
the  renovations  has  been 
held  by  the  city  since 
January  of  2003,  and  the 
need  to  accommodate  the

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But,  he  said,  his  grand¬ 
parents,  immigrants  from 
Italy,  instilled  in  him  a 
value  of  education  and  an 
appreciation  for  English 
education. 

"I  really  appreciate  the 
struggles  a  lot  of  people  in 
(Chinatown)  go  through," 
he  said  to  an  audience  of 
about  100  people,  many  of 
whom  are  leaders  of 
Chinatown  nonprofits. 

DiMasi,  a  Democrat, 
has  been  a  member  of  the 
Massachusetts  House  of 
Representatives  since  1979 
and  became  Speaker  of  the 
House  in  2004.  He  repre¬ 
sents  the  Third  Suffolk 
District,  which  includes 
Chinatown. 

Entitled  a  "Vision  for

touched  on  current  politi¬ 
cal  issues,  such  as  the  new 


healthcare  bill  to  cover  the 
uninsured  and  the  recent 
ceiling  break  in  a  Big  Dig 
tunnel. 

He  said  that  as  new 
biotechnology  careers  are 
created  in  Massachusetts, 
he  wants  to  see  that  state 
residents  are  trained  for 
those  jobs. 

"people  need  to  have 
the  skills  to  go  into  those 
high-paying  new  jobs,"  he 
said. 

He  said  that  with  new 
economic  stimulus  legisla¬ 
tion,  he  hopes  to  improve 
job  training  among  the 
state's  residents,  and  sug¬ 
gested  that  without  a  prop¬ 
erly  trained  workforce,  the 
economy  will  suffer. 

"In  2001,  we  lost 
200,000  jobs  here  in 
Massachusetts,"  he  said.

When  Lisette  Le  began  her 
studies  at  Tufts  University, 
she  planned  to  become  a 
neurologist. 

Then  she  took  the 
course,  Asian  America, 
with  professor  Jean  Wu 
during  her  freshman  year. 

"I  realized  I  didn't  want 
to  become  a  doctor,"  she 
said.  Le  instead  veered 
into  a  path  of  community 
organizing,  which  has  now 
led  her  to  become  the 
newest  addition  to  the 
Chinese  Progressive 
Association.  The  associa¬ 
tion  recently  hired  her  to 
lead  a  youth  program,  the 
Chinese  Youth  Initiative, 
and  to  advocate  for  the 
return  of  a  Chinatown 
branch  library.  Le  is 
replacing  Lawrence  Joe, 
who  became  known  in  the 
neighborhood  for  his  work 
around  the  library  cam¬ 
paign. 

A  recent  Tufts  graduate 
in  American  Studies,  Le 
interned  and  volunteered 
at  several  Asian  American 
community  groups  over 
the  past  four  years,  includ¬ 
ing  the  Asian  American 
Resource  Workshop  and 
Viet-AID.  She  has  also 
interned  at  Greater  Boston 
Legal  Services. 

Before  moving  to 
Boston,  Le  lived  in  Ohio 
and  attended  high  school 
in  Arizona.

school's  increasing  number 
of  students  has  been 
known  since  the  school 
first  opened  in  1999. 

A  $13  million  fund  for 
the  renovations  was  creat¬ 
ed  when  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority 
leased  a  plot  of  land  three 
years  ago  to  a  private 
developer.  The  money, 
however,  has  not  been 
touched  since. 

When  the  Quincy 
Upper  School  was  created 
in  1999,  it  began  with  only 
the  sixth  grade  and  was  to 
add  one  grade  per  year 
until  it  contained  grades 
six  through  12.  It  was  origi¬ 
nally  housed  in  a  small 
building  on  Washington 
Street  and  city  officials 
knew  that  the  school's  pop¬ 
ulation  would  grow  too 
large  to  fit  in  the  building. 
So,  the  city  promised 
Quincy  Upper  a  new 
building  by  2004.  That 
year,  the  school  was  relo¬ 
cated  to  the  former  Lincoln 
School  building  on 
Arlington  Street. 

City  officials,  especially 
those  in  the  school  depart¬ 
ment,  have  released  very 
little  substantive  informa¬ 
tion  about  the  progress  of 
the  planning  for  the  reno¬ 
vations.

process  to  hire  the  archi¬ 
tects,  "it  took  a  while  to 
identify  them." 

As  for  the  current  status 
of  the  building,  Wong  said: 
"(The  city  has  repaired  it) 
enough  to  make  it  not  dan¬ 
gerous"  but  "it's  definitely 
not  in  the  best  condition."

Artist  Profile 

Grace  Kelly  Has  Got  “It”

Grace  Kelly  has  got  "it." 
No,  not  the  actress-tumed- 
princess  Grace  Kelly,  but 
the  14-year-old  saxophon¬ 
ist,  singer  and  composer 
Grace  Kelly.  And  this 
Korean  American  has  got 
what  musicians  call  "it." 

"I  don't  know  what  'it' 
means,"  her  father.  Bob 
Kelly,  said  proudly  at 
their  Brookline  home.  "But 
I've  been  told  repeatedly 
she's  got  'it.'" 

If  "it"  means  talent, 
ambition  and  success, 
then,  it  could  be  argued, 
Kelly  has  it  all. 

Composing  her  first  song 
at  the  age  of  seven,  and 
picking  up  her  first  saxo¬ 
phone  three  years  later, 
Kelly  has  played  and 
recorded  with  jazz  artists, 
such  as  James 
Montgomery,  James 
Cotton,  John  Lockwood, 
and  Lee  Knonitz. 

The  teen  has  also 
played  gigs  at  Carnegie 
Hall  and  the  Tanglewood 
Jazz  Festival  and  made 
television  appearances  on 
FOX  25,  CBS  4  and  NECN 
news.  She  has  performed 
for  sell-out  shows  at 
Boston's  Scullers  Jazz  Club 
and  Bob's  Southern  Bistro. 
On  July  27  she  will  per¬ 
form  at  Isabella  Stewart 
Gardner  Museum. 

In  addition,  she  has 
several  other  successes: 
She  has  recorded  two 
albums  and  a  third  is  on 
the  way;  one  of  her  men¬ 
tors  is  the  Broadway  diva, 
Ann  Hampton  Callway; 
she  was  the  youngest  to 
win  the  2006  Fish 
Middletown  East  Coast 
Jazz  Festival;  and  she  was 
one  of  17  students  chosen 
from  across  the  nation  for 
the  Brubeck  Institute 
Summer  Jazz  colony.  Not 
bad  for  somebody  who 
can't  drive  yet. 

But  despite  her  life  as 
an  up-and-coming  musi¬ 
cian,  Kelly,  whose  gentle 
gestures  and  constant 
smiling  stand  out,  said 
that  she  is  as  normal  as 
any  other  kid  her  age. 

"My  friends  are  sup-

portive  and  come  to  all 
my  concerts,  but  I  obvi¬ 
ously  don't  have  as  much 
time  to  hang  out  with 
them.  And  in  that  way  I'm 
different.  But  nobody  real¬ 
ly  treats  me  differently." 

Even  so,  Kelly  cannot 
deny  her  own  uniqueness, 
especially  being  in  a  pro¬ 
fession  predominantly 
ruled  by  adult  men. 

"I  feel  a  little  funny 
because  when  I  play  with 
other  people,"  Kelly  said, 
"I'm  usually  the  only 
Asian  one  and  with  all 
these  guys."  She  brought 
up  an  example:  "It  is  kind 
of  strange  to  be  walking 
around  at  New  England 
Preparatory  School,  and 
you  see  hundreds  of  Asian 
girls  in  the  classical 
department,  and  I'm  the 
one  carrying  the  saxo¬ 
phone  to  jazz  class." 

As  an  Asian  musician, 
one  of  the  challenges  Kelly 
constantly  faces  is  battling 
those  who  can't  see 
beyond  the  Asian  stereo¬ 
types. 

"I  was  at  a  jazz  festival, 
about  to  perform,  and 
people  would  assume  and 
say,  'Oh,  [someone  play¬ 
ing]  classical!'  and  I'd  say, 
'No,  jazz.'  It  kind  of  both¬ 
ers  me." 

But  there's  not  much 
time  for  Kelly  to  think 
about  such  comments. 

Her  hectic  schedule  dur¬ 
ing  the  school  year  com 
sists  of  classes,  ensemble 
lessons,  conservatory  prep 
school  on  the  weekends, 
and  —  if  she  has  time  — 
lots  and  lots  of  practice. 
But  not  just  practicing  the 
saxophone.  Kelly  also  acts, 
dances,  sings,  and  plays 
the  piano. 

"Grace  always  had  this 
incredible  stage  presence. 
When  she  was  little,  she 
was  the  youngest  one  to 
perform  in  the  school 
assemblies,"  her  mother, 
Irene  Chung,  said.  "We 
knew  that  she  had  a  very 
creative  soul." 

Her  parents.  Bob  Kelly 
and  Irene  Chung,  own  the 
Wild  Goose  Chase,  a  store 
on  Beacon  Street  in 
Brookline.  They  display 
news  articles  and  pictures 
of  their  daughter  all  over 
the  store  windows. 

"I  think  it's  great  for  us 
to  support  (her),"  said  her 
mom.  "One  always  hopes 
that  your  child  can  find 
something  they  are  good 
at  and  be  passionate  about

and  hopefully  be  success¬ 
ful  in  it." 

Kelly's  father  said  that 
unlike  parents  who  push 
their  children  in  a  certain 
direction,  he  and  his  wife 
want  their  daughter  to 
pursue  her  own  goals. 

"That's  all  we  can  do  as 
parents  is  to  support  [her] 
in  what  [she  is]  really  pas¬ 
sionate  about,"  he  said.  "In 
supporting  [her],  there's  a 
commitment  from  [her]  as 
well.  If  you  like  this  and 
show  you're  committed. 
I'm  behind  you  100%." 

Her  parents  say  they're 
not  the  only  ones  support¬ 
ing  Kelly  —  so  are  her 
fans. 

"The  feedback  of  the 
audience  is  amazing," 
Chung  said.  "So  many 
people  say  to  us:  Don't 
make  her  do  anything 
else,  like  don't  make  her 
do  accounting  or  anything 
else,  but  you  got  to  let  her 
[play  her  music]." 

So  Kelly  plays.  Her 
maturity  and  passion  for 
the  music  shines  through 
just  by  watching  her:  Her 
toes  tap  with  the  beat,  and 
her  eyes  are  closed  tightly 
as  if  to  prevent  the  energy 
from  escaping  her. 

"I  love  playing  in  front 
of  a  live  audience,  and  I 
love  meeting  other  peo¬ 
ple,"  she  said.  "Besides,  I 
don't  think  I'd  be  a  very 
good  accountant."

What  is  prostate  cancer? 

A  serious  concern  for  aging 
men  is  prostate  cancer. 

With  prostate  cancer,  the 
growth  of  the  cells  is  abnor¬ 
mal  and  the  cancer  can 
travel  to  other  tissues  in  the 
body  by  metastasis.

Who  is  at  risk? 

Prostate  cancer  has  become 
so  common  that  there  has 
been  no  indication  of  major 
causes.  In  fact,  some  doc¬ 
tors  believe  that  every  man 
will  get  prostate  cancer  at 
some  point  in  his  life  if  he 
were  to  live  long  enough. 
Thus,  the  major  risk  factors 
are  age  and  family  history. 
Other  possible  risk  factors 
are  high-fat  diet,  high 
testosterone  levels,  and 
exposure  to  cadmium. 
Statistically,  Asian- 
American  men  tend  to 
develop  prostate  cancer 
more  frequently  than  men 
in  Asia,  although  this  fre- 

Suency  is  still  lower  than 
rat  of  white  or  African- 


American  men. 

How  can  it  be  treated? 

Because  it  has  become  part 
of  a  routine  medical  exam 
for  men,  prostate  cancer  is 
often  found  early  enough 
for  it  to  be  treated.  It  can  be 
treated  similarly  to  other 
cancers,  by  surgical 
removal  or  radiation  thera¬ 
py.  As  a  result  of  this,  there 
is  an  extremely  high  sur¬ 
vival  rate  for  prostate  can¬ 
cer.

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Japanese  Bon  Ritual  Celebrated  by  All

Rain  clouds  cleared,  the 
sun  shone  and  the  eighth 
annual  Forest  Hills  Lantern 
Festival  on  July  13  went 
underway  seeing  the  par¬ 
ticipation  of  a  cross-cultur¬ 
al  multitude  of  people 
from  all  walks  of  life. 

"This  is  one  of  our  most 
diverse  events  in  terms  of 
ethnicity  and  age",  said 
Cecily  Miller,  director  of 
the  Forest  Hills 
Educational  Trust.  "We  had 
about  3,000  people."

Belated  Spring 
Celebration  a  Hit

Greeted  by  bright  clear 
skies  and  the  bellowing 
beat  of  drums,  hundreds  of 
visitors  gathered  along 
Beach  St.  in  Chinatown 
Sunday  to  enjoy  the  festivi¬ 
ties  at  the  community's 
third  annual  Spring 
Festival.

Grand  Master 
Winchell  Woo  of  the 
Shaolin  Hung  Gar  Martial 
Arts  Academy,  along  with 
30  of  his  students,  was  one 
of  many  participants  repre¬ 
senting  the  area's  numer¬ 
ous  martial  arts  schools. 
Woo,  a  long  time  kung  fu 
teacher  in  Chinatown, 
noted  that  this  year's 
Spring  Festival  exceeded 
his  expectations. 

Henry  Lee  of  Boston,  a 
member  of  the  On  Leong 
Lion  Dance  and  Martial 


Arts  Club,  commented  on 
the  role  of  the  event  within 
the  community:  "Overall 
great  way  to  raise  aware¬ 
ness  for  Chinatown.  I  hope 
it  will  be  a  mainstay  of 
Chinatown  just  like  other 
festivals". 

Attendees  seemed  to 
agree. 

"I  like  how  there's  a  lot 
of  people,  how  it's  a  social 
gathering  and  how  you  can 
meet  new  people... [and] 
you  actually  see  the  dance 
up  close,"  said  Chris  Dinh, 
a  Malden  resident  and  first 
time  visitor  to  the  festival 


With  many  residents 
and  out-of-towners  alike 
taking  a  break  from  watch¬ 
ing  the  World  Cup  final 
that  afternoon  and  attend¬ 
ing  the  festival,  organizers 
from  Chinatown  Main 
Streets,  which  put  the 
event  together,  said  they 
were  pleased  with  the 
turnout.  Chinatown  Main 
Streets  promotes  economic 
development  in  Chinatown 
and  assists  with  the 
restoration  of  the  neighbor¬ 
hood's  storefronts,  said 
Debbie  Ho,  the  group's 
program  manager. 


The  months  of  prepara¬ 
tion  for  the  festival,  spent 
soliciting  corporate  spon¬ 
sors  and  assembling  local 
vendors  and  performers, 
was  clearly  evident  in  the 
day-long  celebration.  But 
when  asked  what  was  the 
most  difficult  part  of  orga¬ 
nizing  the  event.
